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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear what applicant means by "such method of play". 
Clarification/correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 . Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Bowling (006) in view of Hunter (352). 


Bowling discloses a Method of Playing A Three Dice Game. 
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Regarding claim 1 

Bowling teaches a dice game which indicates possible outcomes to the 
players [gamers], sets the odds for each outcome, allows players to wager on 
outcomes, designates a shooter, notes/marks the outcome rolled and resolves bets 
(see figures 1-3 & abstract). Bowling's method of play uses three dice instead of two. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to modify the game of Bowling to 
use two dice for variety in game play. 

Regarding claim 2 

Bowling fails to explicitly teach a jackpot feature to his game. Hunter 
discloses a Craps Game (Casino Dice Game) With progressive Jackpot. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include a progressive feature to Bowling's Dice Game to 
provide more winning opportunities and to add excitement for the players. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant amended the claims to include issues of design choice and 
indefiniteness. The distribution of payouts, according to applicant's method of play, is 
based on outcome. Outcome of the jumbled dice of applicant's invention is a numerical 
value (point or otherwise). Yet applicant is suggesting language to exclude point values 
(and outcome of standard dice).
